SCRAPBOOK 
of Foley 


The Minnesota Territorial Centennial of the past year has made us all 
suddenly history conscious. We want to take a glance back over the way 
we have come — to remember some of the important people, important 
events, and some of the less important but no less interesting incidents that 
have gone into the record and have made our habitation what it is today. 
“What happened, when?” we inquire, and tie the answers in with some 
outstanding event that happened about the same time. 


Believing this to be the general reaction to the recent journey into the 
past, we have undertaken to answer some of the inquiries as far as it is 
possible to do so through official records, through newspaper reporting, and 
through the memories of those elders who themselves helped to make the 
history. 


Fortunately, Foley is situated in a rich agricultural area. Consesuently, 
after the timber was cut away and the lumber industry had run its course? 
farming came into its own, and the town did not become one of those desolate 
abandoned “ghost towns” scattered across the frontiers—reminders of a 
once prosperous era. 


Foley is situated in the South Central part of Gilmanton Township, of 
which it was once a part, and which is situated in the East-Central part of 
Benton county. It is, therefore, a part of one of the first three counties to 
be organized in Minnesota Territory. 


BACKGROUND 


Back in the year of 1871 a young man arrived in this locality from 
Ontario, Canada. He was Timothy Foley, eldest of the four Foley brothers 
who were to establish a lumber industry here as soon as the railroad came to 
provide an outlet for the product of their mills. 


There were many settlers already in the neighborhood by that time. The 
land upon which the present village stands was first owned, by Euzab Ray- 
mond, who had taken it as a homestead in the year 1870. C. Galerneault 
was here, having taken his homestead in 1864. John Donovan, 1864; Freeman 
Benwar, 1864; Nelson Latterell, 1865; Felix Parent, 1867; Jacob Sisceley, 
1868, are among the familiar names appearing on the official records of this 
locality at the time. Others coming shortly afterward were O’Rourke, 
Thomas, Keefe, McGuire, Carpenter — all well known names, and many of 
them still here. After the land had changed hands several times, it came into 
possession of the Foley brothers, December, 1881. The Great Northern 
Railroad went into service from East St. Cloud through Foley to Hinckley on 
December 4 of 1882, and the Foleys’ saw mill went into operation the same 
year. 


School District No. 45 had been organized as a separate district in 1899. 
The first school house was a severe little box-like structure with a severe 


little square bell tower perched atop. It had one teacher, Miss Fermoyle. - 


But not until 1906 did No. 45 become an Independent District with a super- 
intendent of its own. 


W. E. Hall was postmaster when the village was organized, having been 
appointed to succeed John Foley (1896-189 ); he having succeeded Thomas 
Foley (1888-1896), Foley’s first postmaster. 


FOREWORD 


In this scrapbook history of Foley I have tried to select those items which 
have some bearing on the history of the village. Personal items are included 
for the purpose of identifying the personal characteristics of some of the 
men who had most to do with the building of the community. I tried to 
choose such items as had a historical significance or contained some instance 
of widespread interest: i.e., social affairs, racing, and hunting episodes. I 
selected names which, it seemed to me, were familiar to everybody who knows 
of the growth and development of Foley. 


Probably no other person would have chosen just as I did, but this 
happens to be my own viewpoint and so I could do no more than select items 
from that point of view. If any one has been slighted, it has been entirely 
unintentional — I wanted above all else to be impartial. Except for a brief 
background sketch in the Introduction, all the material has been taken from 
the FOLEY INDEPENDENT AND THE BENTON COUNTY NEWS, or in 
a few cases, as otherwise noted in the script.

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On February 9, the first issue of the FOLEY 
INDEPENDENT appeared with W. A. Farrington & 
Co. as Publisher and Laurence Leonard as Associate 
Editor. From this initial issue we take the following 
editorial: 

“In taking up the work of publishing a paper in 
Foley, we realize the fact that our duties will be ardu- 
ous. Not more so, however, than any enterprise which 
has sprung up within the past few months. We feel 
like taking our chances with the rest of the people 
here, and are willing and ready to bear our share of 
the burden. It is, however, necessary to have the 
support and co-operation of every man in Benton 
County who is interested in the welfare and the up- 
building of the place. We shall strive for the best 
interests of Benton county and invite any correspond- 
ent to present his or her views through the columns 
of this newspaper in regard to the betterment of the 
condition of the common people. Our advertising 
columns already show the liberality of our merchants 
here in Foley, and we think it is safe to say that the 
success of the FOLEY INDEPENDENT is an assured 
fact. Our aim shall be to give the readers of the 
INDEPENDENT all the current news of the day, 
and to promote any enterprise which shall advance the 
interest of the community.” 

Also a feature article on the editorial page which 
says in part: “Foley, in the center of Benton county, 
has been known for many years as the location of 
Foley Bros. Hardwood Saw Mill. It has always been a 
thriving place, but lately has taken a rapid stride for- 
ward, and proposes to become a progressve city in the 
near future. It was platted into blocks and lots in Nov- 
ember, 1898, and now numbers among its possessions: 
A saw mill of 30,000 feet daily capacity which employs 
50 men during the winter months; a general store; a 
hardware store; a brick bank building; a thoroughly 
modern 30,000 bushel elevator; a fine hotel; a good 
depot; and a church; a flour mill of 100 barrels capac- 
ity; a solid brick store building now under construc- 
tion; a livery stable; and a number of fine residences. 


“There is need for a harness maker, a drug store, 
a meat market, a physician and a lawyer.” 


This first issue includes several items of interest 
which help to give background to the scene, and in- 
troduce many of the leading characters who will take 
a prominent part in the various activities — serious 
and not so serious — of this newly born town. “Dr. 
Stuart Leech has received plans for a fine modern 
residence which he will erect in the spring; the Hon. 
Cassie Galerneault of Parent was in town Wednesday 
with his trotter; Postmaster Cap Hart of Maywood 
has accepted a position with Foley Bros. hauling 
logs. He furnishes a four-horse team; Kotsmith Bros. 
have a special sale of slick shirts on now, and they are 
daisies. Misses Mamie and Ida Hall, accompanied by 
Wm. Hunck of Duelm, drove over to St. Cloud the 
head iag: of last week to attend the theatre at that 
place.” 


All these names appear again and again in the 
pages of these first issues of the Foley paper. 


There is to be a new church. “Through the un- 
tiring efforts of Rev. Findley of Spicer, Minnesota, 
and the members of the Presbyterian Church of Foley, 
the project of building a church has been pushed to 
a successful issue. We understand that a suitable site 
has been donated by Foley Bros.” 


1900 


Thirteen advertisements appear in this first issue: 
Foley Bros., Kotsmith Bros., P. Bettendorf, Rudow & 
O’Donnell, Madden & Schwandt, Bank of Foley, 
George W. Martin, Egan & Mohan, Hoffman’s Shoe 
Shop, A. Lundstedt, S. Mushel, and the professional 
card of Dr. W. S. Leech. 

A market report reveals some astonishing prices: 
eggs at .12; bacon at .08; ham at .08; turkeys at .06; 
flour at $1.70 per cwt. 

A big masked ball is advertised for February 16. 

Thus Foley is launched on her colorful historical 
career . 

February 15, 1900 

The much needed drug store has materialized. 
W. H. Flynn has an advertisement for Drugs & Med- 
icine — located in the Hoglund block. 

We notice the first of many references to Bridge- 
man, the village three steps east of Foley. 

Jottings for the week include: ‘Buried in logs — 
Foley will be in a few weeks — if they continue to 
come in at the present rate. About six trains every 
day are required to haul the vast amount of freight 
going over this branch of the Great Northern. Keeps 
Billy Lord pumping water early and late to supply 
the big engines. 

February 23, 1900 


This week appears the first of five official notices 
calling for an election to decide upon incorporating 
the town of Foley. A petition signed by thirty-seven 
electors “actually residing upon the land within the 
boundaries herein set forth” asks that the matter be 
brought before the voters, and a notice is presented 
stating that an election “will be opened at the Hall 
in the second story of Hall Bros. store building” on 
Wednesday, March 21, 1900.” The list of signers of 
this important document follows:

March 2, 1900 

A lively account is given of a party held at Hotel 
Foley. “Last Monday evening, upon invitation of 
Mrs. A. M. Downey, about forty-one guests assembled 
at Hotel Foley and were royally entertained by the 
genial hostess. The program consisted of dancing 
until twelve o’clock, when the dining-room was cleared 
to arrange the tables. While this was going on the 
guests were entertained by Miss Mamie Hall, who gave 
a few fine selections on the piano. Supper was then 
served, and the guests filed into the dining-room to as 
fine a supper as was ever served in Foley. After 
supper the guests were entertained by L. G. Boylan 
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and Miss Alma Rex, who danced the cake walk. It 
was voted by all present to be the best party ever 
given in Foley.” 

We are informed the Kotsmith Bros. will erect a 
warehouse on the lot adjoining their store, which 
will be stocked with machinery. 

John Rosenquist was taking snap shots of the 
different stores Saturday, but the snaps froze before 
they could be developed. 

‘ March 9, 1900 

The Modern Woodmen are going strong. An article 
titled THE GOAT RIDERS gives an amusing account 
of some of their antics. “Last Monday night six new 
members were initiated into the mysteries of the 
Modern Woodmen. The Ronneby team came down, 
bringing their goat, which was in fine trim. Away 
he went with some of the candidates and it seemed 
as if Satan himself was in the beast, but after being 
ridden around by John Bowers, he cooled off some 
and the rest of the party rode him in safety. After 
the ceremony Flynn ran to the drug store and got a 
box of cigars, and a porous plaster for each member 
to put on his neck. The food was superb, being pre- 
pared by S. F. Madden, who fairly outdid himself on 
this occasion.” 

Jottings inform us that Charley Connelly is hauling 
logs to the mill from Maywood. . . Our Rip Van 
Winkle Meat Market clerk was chased into his shop 
by Stany Mushel’s dog last Friday. The dog has not 
been seen since. We have been getting some fine 
bologna lately. 

March 16, 1900 

Willie Hall and Chas. Egan were on Jockey Street, 
Ronneby, last Saturday, and returned with two valu- 
able specimens of Ronneby horse-flesh. 


March 23, 1900 

Not a dissenting vote was cast against incorporation 
last Wednesday. For: 48; against, 0. 

A new $3,000 brick building is going up soon. 
“The contract was let Tuesday to Mr. Wahl of St. 
Cloud, for the erection of a fine brick building by Dr. 
W.S. Leech. The building is to be thoroughly modern 
with a solid plate glass front, and when completed 
will be second to none in town. The first floor will 
be occupied by the Flynn drug store. On the second 
floor, the front part will be fitted up as the doctor’s 
offices, and the back part will be occupied by the 
FOLEY INDEPENDENT. Contract calls for comple- 
tion by July Ist. It will be located on Main St. north 
of the bank.” 

March 30, 1900 

Notice for a caucus is posted. “A caucus will be 
held in Hall’s Opera House on Wednesday evening, 
April 4, at 7:30 to place in nomination the officers for 
the Village of Foley for the ensuing year.

A site was 
secured from Foley Bros. and other details settled 
so that as soon as their present supply of heading 
material is manufactured, they will move to this town. 

Bartley Kline, a pioneer of this county, now in 
Ronneby, has purchased the stock of Rudow & O’Don- 
nell and will move here the first of May. 

B. C. Young, of the firm of Parslow & Young, of 
Ronneby, who purchased the lot adjoining the hard- 
ware store, has commenced building operation, and 
will engage in the machine business.

W. Martin, nom- 
inated by acclamation; for Clerk, S. F. Madden, by 
acclamation; for Treasurer, P. Bettendorf, by acclam- 
ation; for Justices, F. G. Smith and T. H. Schwandt, 
by acclamation; Constables, Chas. Egan and T. D. 
Mohan, by acclamation; Street Commissioner, Jas. 
Murray, by acclamation. The chairman appointed a 
committee of three as permanent organization for 
the ensuing year, which was as follows: S. F. Madden, 
W. E. Hall, W. A. Farrington. 


Jottings for this week: Logs are coming by car- 
loads owing to the breaking up of the marshes. Little 
John, the Ronneby watch-maker, was in town Friday.

drews, and Dr. Stuart Leech. 


Friday, April 13, 1900 

The first village council met last Wednesday even- 
ing at the bank. The members were all present and 
took the oath of office. The council is now ready for 
business. 

Stanley Mushel’s little boy was quite badly burned 
last Monday, by lighting a match and setting his 
clothing on fire.

April 20, 1900 

The baseball season opened on Sunday. The boys 
will soon be in trim to challenge Ronneby and Gilman 
for a match game. . .

The 
crowd was small but it proved to be very jolly and 
good natured, and Latterell’s orchestra was kept busy 
from 9 o’clock in the evening until 5 in the morning. 
Special feature was the grand cake walk in which 
several couples took part.

April 27, 1900 

This week records a remarkable account of a base- 
ball game. Titled “10 to 6”, the article is as lively 
reporting as anything we have ever read. “A P.D.Q. 
game of ball was played last Sunday between the 
C C’s and the C D’s which resulted in favor of the 
former, and some brilliant playing was witnessed. 
O’Donnell made a fine three bagger in the first inn- 
ing, and went from home plate to first base in three 
steps. But in some way he failed to connect and only 
brought in one score at a time. Moelering brought in 
the first tally, but was considered not up to snuff and 
Feathermann fanned him three times afterward. Young 
showed himself to be a daisy, and will no doubt be 
allowed to play in the second nine along with Flynn, 
Egan and Bowers, who are cracker-jacks in their 
way — Bowers stopping a liner with his head and 
going right on with the game. Egan was hit on the

hand and forgot to rub his shoulder, so the umpire 
gave him two bases.

May 4, 1900 

Supt. O. F. Trace visited school this week. He 
declared that if the population increases as rapidly 
next year as it did this year, it will be necessary 
either to build a new school house, or to put an addi- 
tion on the present building. Miss Fermoyle is the 
teacher. 

One of those popular dances was given in Joe 
Latterell’s new brick house at Parent on Friday. Fifty- 
three couples were in attendance and the music was 
superb. George Hall and Wm. Moelering were there 
from Foley. 

W. J. Hilligoss and son, Charles, left last Wednes- 
day for Cape Nome, Alaska, and the gold fields. 

Mrs. Downey’s cow is very ill. 

May 11, 1900 

This week we have a long editorial titled “FOLEY” 
taken from the St. Cloud Times and written by A. 
DeLacy Wood. It gives a complete resume of the 
town as it was then and we feel it should be given 
some space. “Foley is no mushroom town although 
it has, as it were, grown up in a night. Unlike the 
usual beginnings of new cities, tents, shanties, and 
lean-to’s form no portion of its dwellings. ‘Per con- 
tra’ handsome brick structures and substantial frame 
buildings prove conclusively that Foley has come to 
stay. It is clear to even a dull eye that this new berg 
is built, not on sand, but on a solid basis. 

“Without doubt Foley is destined to become the 
metropolis of Benton county. 

“A commodious hotel is naturally the first attrac- 
tion to the weary traveler. Mrs. Downey has well 
acquired the part of properly conducting a hostelry. 

“The two-story brick bank, run by L. T. Grady, 
combines beauty with ability and grace of manage- 
ment. In the same block rises the elegant brick build- 
ing of Dr. Leech, which is nearing completion. An 
imposing structure on the corner opposite the bank 
is that of Hall Bros.’ store. The upper story of this 
building is used for ball purposes and social and of- 
ficial gatherings. The hardwood mill is in active 
operation as well as the new flour mill which gives 
vim and life to the new city. A brick schoolhouse 
near Hoglund’s Park, equipped with modern appoint- 
ments, is now ready for use. 

“Mr. Peter Bettendorf has a mercantile store build- 
ing well filled with commodities. Mr. Young has em- 
barked in the machinery business on an extensive 
scale. Mr. B. Kline has purchased goods in the same 
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line as Rudow & O’Donnell and is operating the same 
nearly opposte Hall’s store. Mr. Wood will move his 
mill over from Ronneby to help swell the tide that is 
moving all things toward Foley. 

“Foley is jubilant over the inauguration of through 
passenger service of great value to her business in- 
terests and convenience.” 

May 18, 1900 

Mr. L. E. Miner of Waterville, Minnesota, has pur- 
chased the barber outfit of Jas. Carey. Mr. Miner 
plans to erect a two-story building and put in a stock 
of jewelry. 

A mass meeting is held in Hall’s Opera House to 
ascertain whether Foley should celebrate the 4th of 
July. Everybody seems to be in favor of the project 
and responds so liberally that Foley is assured of 
“one of those celebrations you read about. The real 
old-fashioned article.” 

May 25, 1900 

Much space is given over to the By-Laws of the 
Village of Foley. Three ordnances were passed—one 
of which has to do with the regulation and sale of 
liquor. The second prohibits the running at large of 
horses, cattle, mules, sheep, and swine in the streets 
of Foley; and the third deals with manners and mor- 
als—no swearing is to be permitted on streets and 
alleys. 

Mrs. Jas. Sheehan, of Paukenham, Ontario, Can- 
ada, is expected to arrive about August Ist. The build- 
ing of a $6,000 residence is now being figured on. 

Lester B. Lewis has been appointed census enu- 
mere for Gilmanton. Enumeration beging June 

st. 

Rudow & O’Donnell install an up-to-date soda- 
water fountain. 


June 1, 1900 
Leon E. Miner opens his barber shop one door 
west of Foley’s office. 


W. H. Flynn is papering Dr. Leech’s new house. 
Mr. Flynn has had years of experience in this sort 
of work and is fully qualified to do a first class job. 


June 8, 1900 

A new firm is going into business. And guess who. 
W. H. Flynn has bought Hoglund’s Meat Market. 
He has had years of experience in this business, too. 
That man, Flynn, seems to have been a versatile chap 
—a sort of Jack-of-all-trades—and master of every 
last one of them. 

June 15, 1900 

The new meat market advertises an imposing array 
of prime cuts — among them, mutton at .08 a pound 
and red-hots at .12 per pound. 

A wild-cat shooting fracas is reported a la Farring- 
ton: “Is shooting wild-cats a real sport? Ask our 
genial farmer, Melvin Moses. When Moses heard the 
fracas in the hen yard he didn’t stop to put anything 
on but the shirt he wore, and grabbing his shot gun, 
sallied forth thinking to meet nothing more than a 
weasel. The sight that met his eyes curdled his 
blood, and they say made Melvin present a very 
peculiar appearance. After firing several shots, he 
succeeded in hitting the cat squarely between the 
eyes. A brute of this sort naturally frightens a man, 
and Melvin’s shirt flew about his head so that he 
says he could see forty cats at once. He aimed low 
hoping to blow the brute’s brains out, and let go 
with both barrels with the above result.” 

Rudow & O’Donnell have purchased the drug 
store of Mr. Schulte, of Ronneby, and are moving it 
down to Foley. Mr. Schuldte, who is a registered 
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pharmacist, will put up medicine here in Foley. The 
store formally opened last Monday. 

At a council meeting the street commissioner was 
directed to collect from every man in the village 
from 21 to 50 years, $1.50 or one day’s work. Prop- 
erty owners on the west side of 4th Avenue were 
notified to construct a sidewalk, beginning with Dr. 
Leech’s drug store and continuing south to the corner 
of 4th and Main, and on the east side of 4th Avenue, 
beginning with B. C. Young and continuing south to 
Main, and the village council to build crossing con- 
necting the east side with the depot platform. The 
sidewalk to be 8 ft. in width, built of 2-in. pine or oak 
plank and shall be set and firmly spiked upon string- 
ers of white oak 2 in. thick and 6 in. wide, placed 
edgewise upon a solid foundation. 

Lawyer Ewert made the trip over from St. Cloud 
on his wheel last Thursday. 


There is to be a balloon ascension at the 4th of 
July celebration. Prof. Clark, celebrated aeronaut, 
will ascend to the daring height of 4,000 ft. and drop 
in his parachute — the most thrilling experience known 
to modern science. 

June 22, 1900 

Mayor Hall now brags about his trotter and offers 
to race John Eastwood, of Norris, with his mule, on 
a wager of $2.25, with a side bet of half a peck of 
green onions. 

The members of the school board met last week 
and engaged two teachers for the ensuing year, Mr. 
Meritt Rand and Miss Alice Brown. Mr. Rand will 
act as principal. This ought to make a strong combin- 
ation and furnish the discipline which is sorely needed 
in our school.” (Page Joe Mushel). 

Last Saturday, the first soda-water was served 
gratis in the village of Foley. Mr. Schulte was at the 
throttle and let the old phiz go gallagher. The product 
was excellent and you should have seen Hall and 
Young brace up to the counter, just as though they 
were used to drinking soda water. The boys in the 
north end of town are now afraid to walk up town 
with their girls — all on account of the soda-water 
fountain. There is, we believe, only one other foun- 
tain in the county. 

A party of young people from here held a picnic 
at Briggs Lake Sunday. The day was spent in fishing 
for crabs, and a large number of bites (by mosquitoes) 
were secured. Frank Murphy won a wager of a four 
pound. box of candy from a young lady for swimming 
across the lake. A picnic dinner was served. The 
party was composed of Messrs. Maurice and Kennedy 
Thomas, Fred and Frank Murphy, and the Misses 
Maggie Thomas, Jennie Keefe, Norine Holland and 
Mary Murphy. (Sounds Irish, doesn’t it?) 

June 29, 1900 

The lots for the Sheehan residence were staked out 
Thursday. This will be a beautiful modern residence, 
located on the lots between the Hall and Martin homes. 

Mr. L. T. Grady has purchased three lots north 
of the S. F. Madden residence, and, will erect a house 
thereon. 

Mrs. Leech expects her colored servant from the 
south this week. The ancestors of this colored lady 
have been in Mrs. Leech’s family for more than four 
generations, and comes to Mrs. Leech something in 
the form of an heirloom. 

July 6, 1900 

The celebration: The morning of the 4th looked 
rather gloomy. Heavy showers the night before made 
everything muddy; at 7:30 a drizzle set in and lasted 
until 9:30. 


However, there was an interesting ball game — 
two of them, in fact, and the Sauk Rapids band arrived 
in good time and gave some fine music. The crowd 
began to increase and by 4:00 o’clock three thousand 
people were on the ground. The bowery dances kept 
the young folks happy; several prominent local men 
gave speeches and the glee club sang “America”. 

But the balloon ascension was a fizzle. The balloon 
was partly filled with gas and seemed ready to go, 
when the whole cheese fizzled out to the utter disgust 
of the spectators. There was a first class display of 
fireworks, though, carried out in the rain, which be- 
gan again in the evening.” 

July 20, 1900 


Mesdames Rudow, Downey, Madden, Farrington; 
also the Misses Hall and Mohan visited St. Cloud 
Friday to have their teeth repaired. Our village 
needs either a dentist or less candy. 


F. H. Bardwell has bought B. Kline’s stock of 
furniture and intends to add enough to make a com- 
plete stock, which he will put in the rooms above B. 
C. Young’s machinery hall. 

Silas Towne says he wants to see Bryan elected. 
Says he hasn’t been able to do any grubbing since ’96 
when Cleveland was president, because labor has been 
so high he could not afford to hire a man for less than 
$25 a month and board. 


July 27, 1900 

“How is this, Towne? G. W. Sager says it has 
been possible to get good men at $10 a month during 
this administration, and he has the papers to prove it. 
You may be able to get some $6 labor after a bit, Mr. 
Towne.” 

The annual meeting of the board of District No. 45 
was held at the school house last Saturday evening, 
July 21. New officers elected to the board: Director, 
B. C. Young; treasurer, T. H. Schwandt; clerk, S. F. 
Madden. 

August 3, 1900 

Mr. Kline has commenced work on his new resi- 
dence. .. Banker Grady returned from his trip to the 
cities. He brought back the plans for a $3,000 resi- 
dence. 

August 70, 1900 


The village hears a petition for sidewalks to be 
built on the south side of Dewey St. to connect prop- 
erty owners with 4th Ave. This sidewalk is to be 
6 ft. wide. 

The town needs more dwelling houses that would 
rent for from $3 to $5 a month. . . F. Schow, of North 
Dakota, replaces Mr. Schulte as pharmacist at the 
drug store. 


August 17, 1900 
A farewell party for Mr. and Mrs. Rudow is given 
at Hotel Foley Monday evening, August 13. The Ru- 
dows left for Sibley county Tuesday morning. 


August 24, 1900 
Harry Hudson has opened a photograph gallery 
in Foley and is meeting with great success. 


August 31, 1900 

Enoch and George Chmielewski have commenced 
work on the foundation of their new store building, 
which will be a 24x48 brick veneer structure. It is 
on the east side of Main Street. The firm name will 
be Chmielewski Bros. and a full stock of general 
merchandise will be carried. 

Luke & Conners Contractors and Builders adver- 
tise for the first time — and Flynn’s meat market 
is for sale. 
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September 7, 1900 
Hall Bros. display a half-page ad: ‘“We have just 
received the first consignment of Ladies’ Ready-Made 
Cloaks ever brought to Foley.” 


September 14, 1900 
Alex Murray’s restaurant has its formal opening 
this week. 
September 21, 1900 
The new Sheehan residence is completed and furni- 
ture has arrived. 
October 19, 1900 
A BIG STAVE FACTORY comes to town. “An- 
other industry was introduced to Foley last week 
when a deal was closed with the Bibb Broom Co. to 
locate a hoop and stave mill here. 


November 9, 1900 

A summary of the November 6th election for local 
officers: John McGregor was chosen as Representa- 
tive for this district; A. E. Kasner was re-elected 
County Auditor; Lawrence Wisnieswski, re-elected 
Treasurer; J. A. Senn, re-elected County Attorney; 
Miss Mary Brett, elected Supt. of Schools; E. N. Barth- 
elemy, Judge of Probate; Wayland Miller, Clerk of 
Court; Frank Leffingwell, County Sheriff; Chas. H. 
Latterell was chosen County Commissioner. 

At the regular council meeting for November, a 
committee was appointed to investigate the matter of a 
Town Hall and Lock-up. Also ten street lamps are to 
be purchased at a cost of $5.50 each, complete. 

November 23, 1900 

A band meeting was held on Wednesday. Officers 
were elected and a plan was proposed to secure instru- 
ments. The band boys will give an entertainment in 
the near future. 

Last Saturday was one of Foley’s biggest days. 
It was estimated that three hundred teams were in 
town. 

November 30, 1900 
The Foley band is a sure thing. Enough money 
has been raised by popular subscription to make a 
payment on the necessary instruments, and the di- 
rectors have ordered the same. The account is given 
in typical editorial style: “The band is sure to be 
a good one, having as members such genuine snorters 
as S. F. Madden on the bass drum, Frank Kotsmith, 
Bardwell and Miner on other instruments of torture, 
and all the members are noted for tootin’ the horn. 
Klein will blow the snare drum and play one or two 
other pieces at the same time. Pound-master Lloyd 
will take the position of drum major. O’Donnell is in 
it, too, and will play the triangle and the bazoo. The 
band starts off well, and a dance will be given for 
its benefit on New Year’s Eve.” 
December 7, 1900 

The Bibb Broom Co. ad comes out for the first 
time. .. A fine driving team belonging to John Foley 
was shipped here last Tuesday. 

December 21, 1900 
Our school now has an enrollment of 115, pupils, 
and the crowded condition is forcing a serious problem 
upon the school board. In a year’s time double the 
amount of room we now have will, in all probability, 
not be sufficient to accommodate the increase. 


1901 


January 4, 1901 
The band dance on New Year’s Eve was a success— 
a good crowd being present. Latterell’s orchestra 


furnished the music, C .C. Connelly and S. F. Madden 
did the calling. The band boys cleared about $23. 

L. E. Miner has purchased a new $65 barber chair, 
and will place it in his shop here. He will put on an 
extra man for Saturday evenings. 

John Scott is hauling rock for Rosenquist’s resi- 
dence. Twenty below weather does not put a damper 
on building in Foley, and the rush goes steadily on. 


January 11, 1901 
County Supt. O. F. Trace refuses to turn over the 
office to Miss Mary Brett, who was elected by a large 
majority at the recent election. He claims that Miss 
Brett is an alien, and not entitled to hold office. 


January 18, 1901 
Foley Bros. now have on hand about a million feet 
of logs, with another million feet yet to be hauled in. 
A party of friends surprised Mr. and Mrs. Frank 
Murphy last Saturday evening. Among the guests 
were: Messrs. John, Kennedy, Maurice and Paul 
Thomas, Frank Stevens, F. Flarney, and the Misses 
Mamie and Maggie O’Rourke, Maggie Thomas and 


| Jennie Keefe. 


The hotel is booming. Seventy-five guests is the 
regulation number for meals now. 

A scheme is afoot to have the mail for Duelm and 
Maywood made up at Foley, instead of Sauk Rapids. 
The present route was laid out before any railroad 
went through this country, and the service of three 
times a week is not giving satisfaction; it is too slow 
for the 20th century. The people of Maywood and 
Duelm may just as well have a daily service as three 
times a week, and with less expense to the government. 
Dr. Leech is the instigator of the scheme and those 
who stand to benefit from the change should thank 
him for it. 

January 25, 1901 

This week records a party given as a surprise on 
Mary and Cassie Latterell of Parent. The guests 
danced until midnight when lunch was served. Pres- 
ent were: Josie, Etta, Elsie, Ida, Irene, Belle and 
Claudia Latterell; Rose, Mary, and Sarah Parent; Nel- 
lie and Arta Walters; Bessie Henderson; Lizzie An- 
derson; Messrs. Ben, Roy, Ed, Frank Latterell; Ray, 
Elmer and Leon Ketcham; Arthur and Dick Axtelle; 
Thad Allen, Geo. Fisher, Frank Henderson and Frank 
Cords. 

February 1, 1901 

It has been known for some time that B. Klien 
and George O’Donnell have been contemplating a 
partnership. Last Saturday the deal was closed. This 
will make a strong firm. The junior member, Geo. 
O’Donnell, is right at home in the hardware business, 
having put up the first hardware store building in 
Foley when it was necessary to move logs out of the 
way in order to build — on the same location the new 
firm will occupy. It is a recognized fact that the Foley 
Hardware has no competition in the way of quality 
and price. 

February 8, 1901 

A large and enthusiastic meeting of several of 
Foley’s prominent farmers and business men was held 
at the bank last Friday, for the purpose of organizing 
an up-to-date creamery in the town. In order that 
all interested parties may investigate the matter, it 
was resolved to call a mass meeting in the school house 
next Saturday evening, February 10. 

The monthly pay roll for labor in our four mills 
foots up to $2,480.00. The value of logs, wood and ties 
now on hand in Foley is estimated at $86,750. 
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In the matter of the superintendency between 
O. F. Trace and Mary Brett, the district court decided 
in favor of Miss Brett, and Judge Breuner ordered 
Trace to turn over the office, but the case will be ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court. 
February 15, 1901

COUNTY SEAT WAR IS ON. Big mass meeting 
is held in Hall’s Opera House, February 16 with 416 
voters present. An enthusiastic meeting held in Hall’s 
Opera House last Saturday. Among the men who took 
prominent part in the discussion were Geo. Martin, 
Dr. Leech, Pat Carey, Cy Towne, John Donovan, J. 
F. Hurt, John Connelly, August Albrecht, Frank 
Campbell, W. E. Hall, George Fullerton, George O’- 
Donnell, Gene Lease, Mr. Davis, Alex McGuire, S. 
F. Madden, W. H. Flynn, Prof. Rand. John Henry 
rose to remark that if land in this part of the county 
should increase by $3 per acre, he would make about 
$2,600. Judge Smith said that money would be raised 
by those interested and offered the widow’s mite. His 
example was followed by several others — some of 
the “mites” going as high as $3,000. At this point 
the question was raised as to the stability of the sub- 
scriptions, and was promptly laid to rest by John Fo- 
ley, who declared he would have the money on the 
spot in fifteen minutes if necessary.

A warning is sounded: “Do not under any circum- 
stances, sign a remonstrance. Be firm and stick to 
your first resolution, and you shall be forever happy 


and ‘prosperous in this bounteous land of sunshine and 
flowers.” 
March 29, 1901 
A millinery store opens in the Bardwell building 
one door north of the bank. A fine line of French 
Patterns and Walking Hats is offered for sale. Miss 
Batters is in charge. 
April 12, 1901 
The Modern Woodmen gave their second annual 
ball on Easter Monday. 
Mr. N. R. Lewis purchased the meat market from 
W. H. Flynn. 
Seven new houses are under course of construction 
this week, with a prospect of many more. 


April 19, 1901 
Mrs. Anna Lawson, State Organizer for the Royal 
Neighbors, was in town last evening. She is organ- 
izing a Royal Neighbor Lodge here today. 
Frank Richter received plans for his new residence. 
It will be one of the finest houses in Foley. 


April 26, 1901 

C. E. Gilbert, registered pharmacist from Big Lake, 
has purchased the stock of Rudow & O’Donnell, and 
will move his $1,000: stock to Foley, which, with the 
stock already on hand, will be second to none in this 
part of the state. 

With the $300 secured from the State by Senator 
Brower and another $300 put up by the county, the 
six-mile piece of road leading into town from Gilman 
ought to be made as smooth as glass. 

The court house removal petition was filed here 
today with 1529 signature of reliable voters attached. 


May 3, 1901 
At a meeting in the B. C. Young store a fire com- 
pany was organized with a membership of thirty-six. 
Officers elected were: Chief, T. D. Schwandt; Asst. 


_ Chief, Chas. Egans; Sec’y., F. G. Smith; Treasurer, B. 


Klien; Executive Board, N. R. Lewis, A. Lundstedt, 
Peter Hiller.

May 10, 1901 

The Foley band gave its first open-air concert to 
the delightful surprise of all lovers of good music. Our 
home town band will stand comparison with any simi- 
lar organization in this part of the state. Messrs. Young 
and O’Donnell made themselves solid with the boys 
by passing around the cigars. 

The new street lamps are up and ready to use. 


Judge Smith moved into his home in the McGuire 
addition. 

May 17, 1901 

C. E. Gilbert’s first ad appears. A fine display of 
wall paper is included in the stock. 

Then even as now! “The muley cow has been con- 
fined to the pasture, the hogs to their pens, likewise 
the gobbler and the gander. The city lamps shine in 
splendor on the street corners. But the dogs are still 
left to prowl around town after dark and make the 
nights hideous with their howls. Cannot something 
be done about this nuisance also?” 
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Frank Kotsmith now has one of the finest driv- 
ing teams in the country. Frank can drive from Gilman 
to Foley in 37% minutes. 

It is reported that the Ludwig Jurek family of 
Duelm has a genuine case of small-pox, and that at 
least twenty-five or thirty persons have been exposed. 

May 24, 1901 

In the matter of the contest between O. F. Trace 
and Miss Mary Brett, Mr. Trace says he has papers 
in his possession which prove that Miss Brett was 
born in Ireland. This would disqualify Miss Brett 
from retaining the position of superintendent of the 
county schools. 

May 31, 1901 

The court house controversy nears its climax. A 
writer in the Sauk Rapids Free Press gives his opin- 
ion of Foley as a county seat in no flattering terms. 
“A man who has spent many winters in Foley, stated 
that he couldn’t see how that town could lay any 
claim to ever being much larger. It is located in the 
midst of a swamp, surrounded by stumps, the view 
of which is not pleasing to the eye. There is no drain- 
age whatever—sewage being out of the question— 
and water stands along the roads all summer. Surely 
the place cannot be over-healthful under such condi- 
tions.” 

June 14, 1901 

O. F. Trace is now the County Superintendent of 

Schools; Miss Brett declining to prolong the contest. 
June 21, 1901 

FOLEY WINS OUT. According to program, a 
special election was held last Saturday, June 15, and 
Foley won by a large majority. The vote stood 1284 
to 788. 

“Pursuant to the regular legal course, last Tues- 
day, the canvassing board met and examined all the 
returns, and found everything had been done ac- 
cording to law, and after filing of these wonderful 
documents, Foley was declared the county seat by 
Attorney J. A. Senn. Immediately following the meet- 
ing of this board, the county commissioners met, and 
ways and means were devised to proceed at once to 
the work of removing the records to the new county 
seat. A telegram was sent to Foley Bros. to send out 
teams and wagons to take the records, furniture and 
safes to Foley, and in about five hours teams from 
all parts of the county were pouring into Sauk Rapids 
to assist in the work, and by 7:00 a. m. Sauk Rapids 
was the liveliest place in Minnesota, with crowds of 
men and teams. The wagons were quickly loaded and 
started for Foley. The offices will be located in diff- 
erent buildings; Foley Bros. furnished one big vault 
and L. T. Grady offering his vault for temporary ac- 
comodations of the county. The $12,000 was turned 
over to the county commissioners on the same day 
the board canvassed the votes, so it appears that all 
the talk to the contrary had not much foundation.

The county officers are here with the exception 
of George Homan and J. A. Senn. The Register of 
Deeds and Clerk of Court are located in the bank. The 
Treasurer, Judge of Probate, and Auditor are housed 
in Klein & O’Donnell’s new addition to their store. 

We note that W. H. Flynn has bought several 

lots and will proceed to erect buildings on them. 
June 28, 1901 

The county commisisoners met last Monday and 
authorized Architect Haas to draw up a plan for the 
new court house. It is to be of solid brick with full 
basement and modern throughout. County Attorney 
thinks we should not stop at a $12,000 court house, 
but these are the grounds upon which the change 
was made and they should be carried out. 

In spite of all the court house excitement, the 
passing show goes on. A first class ball game was play- 
ed between the Foley first nine and the home team of 
Milaca, Sunday, resulting in a score of 9 to 7 in favor 
of Milaca. 

The council met in regular session. A lot of new 
streets will be improved, including a bridge across 
the creek to the new court house site. 

A telephone line between Foley and Ronneby, 
will soon be ready for public use. It will afterwards be 
connected with the long distance line. 

Dr. W. S. Leech has received the new electrical 
devise with an X-ray attachment. This is a very ex- 
pensive machine and very few doctors possess one. 

July 5, 1901 

A new advertisement appears in this issue. Drs. 
Hoyt & Doheny will be at Hotel Foley for “One Week 
eee (And hereafter will be here on a regular sche- 

ule). 

G. S. Purvis of St.Cloud, has a contract to move 
several of Foley Bros. buildings. The old camp will 
be placed on Dewey Street and occupied by Charlie 
Kotsmith as a restaurant. 

July 12, 1901 

Messrs. Felix Raymond and Cephus Latterell 
have bought two lots on Dewey Street, and will erect 
a two-story building. 

Quite a number from here attended the Wild West 
Show at St. Cloud Tuesday. The train did not wait 
for them and stragglers were getting home at all 
hours of the night. (What? No hitch hiking?) Gus 
Pakta and N. R. Lewis got in at 3:00 a. m. walking 
and each carrying a bouquet purchased from the 


ballet dancers! 
July 26, 1901 

Sauk Rapids has duly served notice on the county 
commissioners to the effect that they will contest the 
county seat election. Frank Moores makes the charge 
that the modest sum of $23,000 was used to bribe the 
voters in the eastern part of the county. The building 
of the new court house will go right ahead as per 
plan, however. 


August 2, 1901 
A telephone meeting ranks first in importance in 
this issue. The stockholders of the Foley-Ronneby 
Telephone Co. will meet Friday night, August 2, 
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in the FOLEY INDEPENDENT office AT SEVEN 
O’CLOCK SHARP. Important business will be trans- 
acted. Signed: W. S. Leech, W. A. Farrington, B. C. 
Young, Klein & O’Donnell. 
The new three-seated carry-all of Egan & Mohan 
is the clear stuff for a trip to Briggs Lake. 
| A party consisting of Mesdames Hall, Sheehan, 
Ramsey; the Misses Ida and Katherine Hall; Messrs. 
Nick Ulwelling, M. J. Dixon and Ed Foley spent Sun- 
day at Briggs Lake. 

John Rosenquist has the contract for the erection 
of the new Presbyterian church. The structure will 
cost in the neighborhood of $1,500 . . . Cy Towne has 
the contract for furnishing rock for the founda- 
/ tion for the hotel addition. .. workmen are excavating 

for the Raymond-Latterell building on the corner of 
| Dewey and Broadway... L. E. Miner, in connection 
with the new barber shop, has added a new bath tub. 

At a special election held last Tuesday only 29 
ballots were cast, but all were in favor of annexing 
new territory to the Village of Foley. This takes in 
property south of the tracks, including Flynn’s resi- 
dence and others. Then in the western part of town, 
it takes in Judge Smith, John Rosenquist, Jas. Mur- 
ray and others; also the site of the court house in the 
eastern part of town. 

August 9, 1901 
MN In spite of all opposition, the building of the court 
/house will begin at once. Considerable headway will 
be made on the building by December, at which time 
the court sits, and it is possible that the court room 
} may be in readiness. But in case it is not, another 
» room has been secured—the Hall Bros. Opera House, 
which is 30x70 and a most convenient place in which 
| to hold court. 


August 16, 1901 

Melvin Moses takes over Lewis’ meat market; 
also Latterell & Hiller’s sash and door factory goes 
into production. 

Chas. Gerheart has taken the contract for open- 
ing up Stony Brook from 2nd Avenue to Dewey 
Street, and excavation of from 1550 to 2000 yards of 
dirt. When completed this will be worth many thou- 
sands of dollars to the village as a drain, as it almost 

| surrounds the town, and solves the problem of drain- 
age for Foley. When completed it will be easy to con- 
duct the spring over-flow into it and always have 
dry streets and cellars. Foley Bros. are paying for 
this work, which is a great enterprise. 
August 23, 1901 

A. G. Wahl’s bid of $12,900 was the lowest bid on 
the new court house and he was given the contract. 
The $900 over and above what the commissioners 
were allowed to go was fixed up by Foley and Grady. 
The building will be of solid brick with granite trim- 
mings. The above figures do not fully complete the 
building; the second storey lacking all interior fin- 
ishing. The plumbing, heating, steel work, etc., is not 
included in the bid. Mr. Wahl has until January to 
finish the building. 

The new bridge across the creek is finished .. . 
W. F. Ewert will establish law offices in the rooms 
over the bank. 

A century Jubilee was held at St. Bridget’s 
church in Foley last Friday, Saturday and Sunday. 
The Jubilee is held only once in every one hundred 
years. The services were opened by Rev. Fr. Brogan 
and an immense crowd was in attendance. Fr. Brogan 
was assisted by Frs. Jones of St. Cloud, Godezek of 
Duelm, and Chandonet of Pelican Rapids. Rev. Fr. 
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Brogan at this time resigned his charge here and Fr. 
Chandonet is the new pastor. 

A two-day road bee worked at clearing and grad- 
ing the road from John Pappenfus farm to Alberta 
to Foley. When the new road grader is through with 
the work, one of the worst pieces of road in the coun- 
ty will be one of the best. Farmers and business men 
did the work clearing away stumps and brush for the 
big grader. 

In a baseball game here Sunday between Ables 
nine of St. Cloud and the Foley aggregation, an excit- 
ing, but, from the scientific standpoint, a flabby game 
of ball was played. It was evident from the start the 
Clothiers did not stand a ghost of a chance with the 
Reds, being shut out five times during the game. 
About this time, through some slow work, the Reds 
allowed the visitors to score five besides a goose egg 
or two. One pleasant feature of the game was that the 
umpire was not dictated to by either side, and the 
game was a friendly one. Outside of a few kids, no 
rooting was done. Notwithstanding the big score, some 
as pretty double plays were made as ever graced a 
diamond. The final score was 20 to 9 for Foley. 


August 30, 1901 

The Foley Produce Co. shipped its first car of 
potatoes out last week, paying ten cents a bushel more 
than the St. Cloud markets. Members of this new firm 
are Messrs. Ewert and Chmielewski Bros. 

The village council is entitled to a compliment 
for selling the slabs taken out of Dewey Street. They 
were readily disposed of at 50 cents per load. 

An item in this issue informs us that Geo. W. 
Martin, manager of Foley Bros. for the past seven 
years has resigned his position to take effect Septem- 
ber 15. He will go at once to Duluth where he will 
engage in the tie business with his brother. M. J. 
Dixon will take his place as manager. 


Septemger 6, 1901 

School opened with Prof. Rand and Miss Josie 
Sheehan as teachers. The upper grades, under Mr. 
Rand, will be in the second story of the school house; 
the lower grades, under Miss Sheehan, will not begin 
their studies until the Presbyterian church is fin- 
ished, when, for a time, they will use it as a class 
room, There is no question but what a third teacher 
will have to be employed as soon as more room can 
be provided. 

The first car of lumber was received for the court 
house. A. G. Wahl is buying his lumber through the 
Foley yards. Another car of granite arrived Wednes- 
day and the basement is going ahead rapidly. 


Rural Free Delivery is established. The Foley- 
Duelm route has at last been settled upon, and the 
carrier, Mr. T. D. Mohan, is to make his first trip 
October 1st, 1901. The Maywood postoffice has been 
discontinued. The length of the route is 23 miles; the 
area covered, 32 square miles; number of houses on 
the route, 120; population served, 540. 


September 20, 1901 

A proclamation was issued by president of the 
council, L. T. Grady, asking the citizens to close their 
places of business and devote a couple of hours in 
memorial services for President McKinley. Services 
were held in Hall’s Opera House. 

Fish, the photographer, has purchased a 15 ft. 
lot of Young & Young and will build a two-story 
building. The gallery will be in the upper story, and 
the lower part will be occupied by Mr. Fred McGon- 
agle, of Royalton, as a barber shop. Mr. McGonagle 
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is a fine musician and the boys are anxious to get him 
here. 
October 4, 1901 

There is some misunderstanding as to who will 
be the mail-carrier over the new Foley-Duelm route. 
It seems that Carey and Mohan both had appoint- 
ments. Mr. Mohan, having resigned, left the field 
clear to Carey. But he is out west and Postmaster 
Hall has been doing the route since the Ist. 

Lawyer Sperry expects to occupy his new office 
rooms in the Bigford building soon. 


October 11, 1901 
‘Chas. S. Kotsmith, junior member of the firm of 
Kotsmith Bros. died, October 5th at St. Cloud Hospi- 
tal, of a complication of diseases arising from typhoid 
fever. He was eighteen years old. 

A mass meeting will be held this evening to dis- 
cuss the advisability of bonding the village for an 
amount sufficient to put in a system of water works 
for fire protection, etc. As the matter now stands, the 
village is at the mercy of the flames, should a fire 
break out, and the entire town might be swept out 
of existence. It is pointed out that if a fire should 
start in one end of town when the wind was right, it 
would work havoc with the splendid buildings! which 
the business men have erected, and the people would 
be perfectly helpless in checking its progress. 


October 18, 1901 

At the meeting held last Wednesday evening, a 
good number of citizens being present, it was unani- 
mously decided that the best thing for the town would 
be to get a chemical engine and use it until such time 
as a system of water works could be put in. 

The alarm of fire was given last Monday evening 
at the home of F. G. Smith. Some clothing accidently 
caught fire from a match, and it soon caught in the 
lath. This little blaze was a sort of an eye-opener 
and shows how helpless our people really would be 
in the face of a genuine fire. 

The Royal Neighbors took in six new members 
Friday evening. After the initiatory ceremonies were 
over the ladies invited the Woodmen to a grand ban- 
quet. 

Commissioner Latterell raised 150 bushels of pot- 
atoes this season and says there is not two bushels of 
small ones in the whole lot. Benton County is the 
place to raise vegetables of all kinds. 

The livery horses of Egan & Mohan are all sick 
with the epizootic. 

The Foley Meat Market ad is signed by Paul 
Gappa as the new proprietor. 

N. R. Lewis is back in the meat business under 
the firm name of City Meat Market. 


October 23, 1901 

Mr. McGonagle is now located in the Fish build- 
ing and ready for business. In connection with the 
barber shop he will handle high grade confectionery. 

Dr. H. Labrosse of Canada has located here, with 
offices over the Foley bank. 

The wires have been cut out of the Ronneby de- 
pot and it has been closed. 


The council met and ordered a Page chemical ° 


engine. Consideration, $550. 

The sidewalk to the court house has been laid as 
far as the creek by Foley Bros, The county will have 
to complete the job. 

November 1, 1901 
__ Broadway is being opened up to the mill, This 
will be one of the main traveled streets when the new 
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road is put across the swamp. A sidewalk will be 
laid from the hotel to the depot, and from Klein & 
O’Donnell corner to Broadway. The railroad will not 
allow 4th Avenue to be opened up across the track 
on account of the water tank being in the street. If 
this is true, then we must have Broadway. As it is, 
the village is liable to damage suit from possible in- 
juries sustained when pedestrians jump from the plat- 
form across the track and the tie piles to reach the 
hotel. 

Wm. Walters has been appointed mail carrier on 
Route No. 1, and commenced work Tuesday morning. 

Several items give interesting side lights on town 
doings for the week: Mrs. Pat Carey of St. George 
was in Foley Monday visiting her sick daughter, Katie, 
who has been ill of appendicitis at the home of 
Alex Murray. 

Con Callahan has been appointed night watch- 
man and marshall at a salary of $40 per month. 


The Catholic choir was entertained Wednesday 


evening at the home of Mr. and Mrs. W. H. Lord.

November 8, 1901 


The Board of County Commissioners appointed — 


Chas. H. Latterell as superintendent of construction 
of the court house. 

The celebrated $12,000 certified check of Foley 
Bros., over which there was so much argument, was 
cashed Tuesday by Treasurer Wisneiwski. The check 
was as good as gold and all must now be thoroughly 
satisfied. | 

Subscribers to the court house fund are again 
notified to call at Foley Bros. office and pay what was 
subscribed. The matter is entirely settled now and 
these pledges should be paid. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bouck of Royalton have arrived. 
Mr. Bouck has rented the Bigford building and will 
put in a full line of hardware. 


November 15, 1901 
Services were held in the Presbyterian church 
for the first time last Sunday. Rev. Sulzer conducted 
the service. 
November 22, 1901 
Raymond & Son are moving into their new store 
building. 
A party of young people went to Ronneby Tues- 
day evening to skate on the St. Francis River. 
Commissioner Latterell was severely shaken up 
Tuesday by falling 15 feet from the second floor to 


the first at the court house. He stepped on a 2x4 joist — 


which broke (Charlie weighs 224). Two ribs were 

broken and a sharp piece of brick cut his side making 

a painful injury. Judge Barthelemy drove him home. 
George Hall visited school. 


December 6, 1901 

An unusual ad of the Foley Mercantile Co. comes 
out. “COURT IN SESSION. Several Interesting Cases 
on the Calendar. FOLEY MERCANTILE INVOLYV- 
ED. In a case that promises to Create a Great Sensa- 
tion. Found in their possession—several hundred dol- 
lars worth of goods which are being sold at prices 
that defy competition. No further proof of the fact 
that they can save you money is needed than a glance 
at the following list of merchandise.” 

Dr. Leech has decided to leave Foley and move 
back to Brooten, Stearns County. He has worked up 
a big practice here, but has a better opportunity at 
Brooten, hence his decision to move back. 
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Sheriff Leffingwell is now comfortably located 
in the Catholic parsonage. 

The largest ball ever given in Hall’s Opera House 
was that of the Oak Leaf Camp No. 2514, Royal 
Neighbors of America, November, 1901. At about 
8:30, the Foley Band rendered several selections in 
front of the bank, and immediately afterward people 
began to make for the hall and in a short time 88 
tickets had been sold. The music was furnished by

served supper to this large crowd in the hall. Over 
$62 was cleared. 
It was a great sight—something new for Foley-

| Etten, the well known and popular lawyer, whose 


portly form got here 17 minutes before Tom proper 
appeared; followed by Judge Searle, Senn, Mc- 
Gregor and-others. The hotel keepers, upon seeing 
the crowd immediately killed two spring roosters 
and Lewis turned his sausage machine loose so as 


| to be well prepared to satisfy the strangers. 


We find a pleasing little compliment that seems

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January 3, 1902 
BAND CONCERT. Given by Foley Cornet Band, 
New Year’s Night, January 1, 1902. A two hour en- 
tertainment for Foley people on Wednesday evening. 
The full program is given but we include here only 
the names of some of the men who took part in the 
performance. They were: Payne, Dixon, Young, Peter- 
man, Deidrich, Rucker, Gilbert, Bettendorf, Wood. 
We are told that the solos by Guy Wood and August 
Peterman were especially good—the rendition being 
near perfect. 
January 10, 1902 
Dr. and Mrs. Guy Ramsey arrived here Monday. 
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The doctor will occupy the offices vacated by Dr. 
Leech. 

The commissioners saved the county about $40 on 
moving the court house furniture from the school 
house, by doing the work themselves instead of let- 
ting the job. (Which explains why the first storey of 
the school house was not used to house the primary 
grades when school began in September.) 

The lower grades resumed work again last Tues- 
day in the school house, after several weeks lay-off. 

The Foley Cornet Band elected officers for the 
ensuing year: President, Fred McGonagle; Secretary, 
Guy Wood; Treasurer, S. F. Madden. 

January 24, 1902 

F. G. Smith was appointed. school clerk to fill the 
vacancy caused by the resignation of O. P. Brown. 

A picture of the newly completed Court House is 
presented in this issue, and a two-column feature 
article giving the details of the building and the his- 
tory of the whole procedure by which the county 
capital came to Foley. Since we followed that exciting 
journey week by week we shall not repeat it here. 

Dr. G. A. Holdridge, graduate of Belevue Medi- 
cal College, from New York City, who recently visited 
Foley, has located here permanently. The doctor has 
had charge of the Orange Memorial Hospital of New 
Jersey for eight months, and has passed the state 
board of examination.

May 8, 1903 

A sidewalk is being laid on 2nd Avenue. Latterell 
Bros. are doing the work. The fine lot of trees set out 
by Mr. Foley this spring, and the new sidewalks make 
a great. improvement in the appearance of the town. 
Also a sidewalk has been laid from the Presbyterian 
church to Dewey Street and East as far as the 
Schwandt residence. 

Hollis White played ball at Big Lake Sunday and 
struck out 14 men. This is pretty good pitching. 

D. D. Shafford’s FAIR STORE has a full page ad 
in this week’s paper. 

Mr. Avery of North Branch, was before the vill- 
age council Tuesday representing the Maple Leaf 
Telephone Co., a consolidation of the Northwestern 
and other companies. A proposition was laid before 
the council to give us long-distance connection with 
the Northwestern and also a local exchange. 

May 15, 1903 

There will be a hot game of ball at the new Foley 
grounds next Sunday. St. George and Parent will 
consolidate and proceed to wipe the Foley aggrega- 
tion off the earth. Everybody is cordially invited for 
ten cents. 

May 22, 1903 

About twenty baseball cranks visited St. Cloud 
Sunday and took in the St. Cloud-Winnipeg game. 
The score was 12 to 3 for St. Cloud. The Foley man- 
agers are thinking of challenging the Winnipeg boys. 

The sink hole in 2nd addition near Flynn’s prop- 
erty is being drained. There was no outlet to the 
spring and in hot weather the place became a public 
nuisance. John Foley is doing the ditching. 

Two millinery stores have their grand openings 
this week. They are the establishments of Mrs. Sarah 
Bigford and Mrs. L. M. Barrie. 

May 29, 1903 

Two important headlines dominate the front page 
of this issue. There was a “TERRIFIC EXPLOSION 
AT GILMAN, MINNESOTA. A Cream Separator 
Flies Into Thousands of Pieces. Frank Kornovitz 
was Fatally Injured and Frank Kujawa had two 
Limbs Nearly Severed. Creamery Damage to the ex- 


tent of $1,000. Last Monday morning about 7:00 o’- 
clock the people in the neighborhood of Gilman were 
startled by a terrific report, and seven teams came 
tearing up the road from the creamery.” A full column 
is given to this tragedy that took the lives of two men. 

The second important item has to do with a hap- 
pier event. “$650 for Foley-Gilman road. The village 
of Foley subscribes $400 and the town of Gilman 
matches that sum.” The terrible mudhole which now 
exists all the way from here to Gilman will be greatly 
improved. 

In this issue we notice the first real sports write- 
up. “Play ball. Don’t chew the rag. Kick if the umpire 
tries to do all the playing. The game is between Foley 
and St. George and final inning shows a score of 17 
to 5 for Foley. Hereafter there will be a weekly write- 
up of the games during the season.” 

Mrs. Sarah Bigford bought the lots just south of 
the T. D. Mohan residence and will build a fine home 
there this summer. 


June 5, 1903 

The first of a series of monthly sale days it to be 
held on June 13. It is earnestly hoped this first at- 
tempt will be successful. Mr. E. Mark, of Princeton, 
will be here with 500 head of livestock, and the farm- 
ers are urged to bring in such stock as they wish to 
sell. Merchants are making great preparations to 
give special discounts on that day. “It will be a good 
plan for all those contemplating matrimony to attend, 
as Mike Mangin will furnish furniture at greatly re- 
duced prices.” 

The Catholic Society are talking of building a 
fine new church to cost somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of $10,000. A $1,000 subscription has already 
been tendered the Society. 


June 12, 1903 

C. E. Gilbert installs a cash register. The register 
is divided into three compartments and keeps cigar, 
soda water, and drug accounts separate ... Henry 
Bettendorf goes to Ogilvie to work as cashier in the 
Haven Bank ... the new baseball grandstand will 
accomodate 150... A GRAND EXCURSION from 
Milaca to Foley is planned for the June 14 game. A 
special train will run to accomodate those attending 
the game at Foley. 

June 19, 1903 

Architect S. H. Haas was in Foley from St. Cloud 
to submit plans for John Foley’s new bank building, 
to cost about $7500. Also he has a contract for the 
plans for the erection of a stone and brick store- 
building for Hall Bros. to cost $3000, and a residence 
for Auditor A. E. Kasner to cost about $1500. 

The June sale day was a huge success. At an early 
hour the farmers with stock began to arrive and be- 
fore noon every available spot was occupied by teams 
and more coming. An estimate places the number at 
3000. It required 21 clerks at Hall’s store and then 
they had to lock the door in order to wait on the 
crowd. All other stores were similarly crowded. July 
11 is set for the next sale day. 

A. V. Stimler’s ad appears for the first time .. . 
Slavin takes over McNulty’s place. 

The Foley-Milaca game didn’t turn out too well, 
and the management apologizes for terminating the 
game before it was finished. It was the old, old story 
of umpire trouble; “it was plainly to be seen that the 
umpire was bribed to give the game to Milaca.” 

The fire house has been moved from Egan & Mo- 
han lot to a place near Foley’s lumber yard. 
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The material is here for a new stock yard. The 
side track will be lengthened 200 feet; the depot plat- 
form will also be lengthened and the fence on Dewey 
St. removed. 

There is to be another BIG celebration at Foley 
tomorrow, with brass bands, parades, ball game, fire- 
works, bowery dancing and everything. 

Mr. Foley informs us that work is about to com- 
mence on a half-mile race track on the ground north 
of the court house. 

Among those who took the excursion to Duluth 
on Saturday, were L. Wisneiswski, Chas. Egan, S. 
Mushel, Paul Gappa and Frank Campbell. 

Dr. Holdridge has moved into his new home on 
2nd Avenue. It is a very cozy and pretty home. 

Dr, Armitage of Princeton, took a run over to 
Foley Friday. (Automobile?) 

“The doctor got hung up on the road and was 
hauled into town by a span of horses. A. V. Stimler 
fixed the machine and the snortin’, puffin’, smokin’, 
machine went out of town with a noise like seven 
threshing machines, all with the gustacomplutes on 
the pollygoggle. Come again, Doc.” 

Foley has a tailor shop with E. Cameron as prop- 
rietor. 

An estimate for the building in Foley. Building 
in Foley this season, while not appearing to be any- 
thing more than the usual run, foot up to about 
$26,000. Following is an incomplete list of the build- 
ings: Foley Bros., bank building; Hall Bros., store 
building; A. E. Kasner, residence; Geo. Hanscom, resi- 
dence; John Bronder, residence; Felix Parent, resi- 
dence; Dr. Holdridge, residence; Bowling Alley; F. J.

This list does not include the many additions, 
barns, etc. The village is in a prosperous condition 
and the inhabitants are happy and well-to-do as a 
general rule. 

Very discouraging weather greeted the folks on 
the 4th of July morning again. In fact, it poured until 
nearly noon. However, all was not lost. The St. Cloud 
band furnished music for the occasion. There was a 
dancing pavilion with a floor capacity for thirty sets 
of handsome, well-dressed ladies and gentlemen who 
were bent on having a good time and they had it. The 
fireworks were sent off from the court house. So des- 
pite the weather, the celebration went off well. 

On Thursday morning about 6:30 a tornado struck 
central and southern Benton County. The damage to 
property and crops was extensive. Barns, sheds, wind- 
mills, granaries, shade trees and much timber were 
demolished, and many houses damaged. 

July 17, 1903 

The July Stock Sale was a hummer. While not 
as large a crowd was in attendance at this second sale, 
the volume of business was much greater as compared 
to the crowd. E. Mark was on hand and Jake Thoen 
was also in it with 15 head of horses. 

The Northwestern Telephone Co. is busy putting 
in poles and the company is headed this way from 
St. Cloud. 

July 24, 1903 

Hall Bros. have a new computing scale on their 
grocery counter. It does everything but collect the 
money, and the customer is so entertained by the 
working of the machine that it is no trouble at all for 
the clerk to take the money.

September 11, 1903

and sixth by Miss Sheehan. The seventh, eighth and 
ninth grades are under Prof. W. A. Owens, principal. 
The introduction of high school studies now makes 
it possible for the industrious pupil to get quite a 
start in book learning. The new school house is com- 
plete with up-to-date heating and ventilating systems, 
and the members of District 45 are to be compli- 
mented for their determination to have the best ac- 
comodations for the pupils of the district.

John Foley, our most prominent citizen, died at 
St. Paul Sunday morning. Three full columns in the 
Independent are dovoted to the story of his life and 
work. We select only a few of the outstanding sen- 
tences: “He was 64 years old and had been a resident 
of this vicinity for the past 27 years. In the commercial 
field, John Foley was a man of resolute integrity and 
possessed business methods which won him renown 
throughout the entire country . .. it was largely 
through his influence that the county seat was trans- 
ferred here from Sauk Rapids several years ago; he 
was the most liberal donor of funds for the erection 
of the court house. He built the town of Foley. When 
he disposed of a lot or tract of land in the village, 
he sold it or gave it with the understanding that a 
residence of certain dimensions and presentable ap- 
pearance should be erected upon it, and through this 
foresight, the town is possessed of the most beautiful 
residences of any town of its size in the country, and 
the credit for this is given where it rightly belongs— 
to John Foley ... It was by the sweat of his brow 
that John Foley accumulated his fortune; many is 
the day in his early career as a lumberman that he 
worked for the mall pittance of 50 cents a day—a 
much smaller sum than he ever offered a man to 
work for him .. . John Foley was one of the kindest- 
hearted men in the world. Many is the time some poor 
man has come to the village and asked for his aid, 
and he would immediately communicate with the 
store to let them have what was wanted and charge 
it to his account. He was never known to crowd a 
man in money matters, and always ready to beg for- 
giveness if he thought he had injured a person’s feel- 
ings . . . His name will go down in the history of 
Foley as the most generous, whole-souled man who 
ever set foot in Benton County.”

Manager Mohan of the local pickling station gives 
figures on the amount of pickles received this first 
season. The Foley pickling station received this fall, 
446,114 pounds of pickle stocks and 160,205 pounds 
of dills—a total of 606,319 pounds of pickles. This 
would make, after being put into casks, between 7 
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and 10 cars of dills and between 33 and 40 acres of 
pickles. Compared to other stations of the Ringrose 
Co., Foley excells them all.

It was a free-for-all trot or pace, 
and there were three entries. J. D. McKenzie’s horse 
won first money, with the Wilkes stallion, owned by 
Varner Bros., a close second, and Archilles Parent’s 
colt, third.

Largest funeral 
ever held in this part of the county.

August 27, 1908

September 3, 1908

September 10, 1908 

School opened Monday with an enrollment of

Payne, Brainerd, 5th and 6th grades; Georgia Madi- 
son, Minneapolis, 7th grade. Remember “Madison 
and Norcross?” 

John Kyed opens a confectionery store in the old 
Varner building. 

O. M. Johnson’s potato warehouse will open for 
season’s business Monday. Present market price, 45 
cents. 

September 17, 1908 

That Foley is the the best town in the state is 
the unanimous opinion of every traveling man. They 
do more business here than in most towns of four 
or five thousand. 

Mike Riley shipped six carloads of cattle from 
this point Monday for St. Paul. 

Last Saturday night while Messrs. Quigley, Kas- 
ner, Latterell, Ellingboe, Hanscom and Scott were 
returning from St. Cloud, they saw smoke issuing 
from a stack of hay belonging to C. A. Strand. Be- 
ing members of the Foley Fire Department, they 
thought this a good time to get in some practice. They 
fought fire from 1:00 o’cleok to nearly 4:00 before ad- 
mitting defeat. The stack had been struck by light- 
ning, and about 14 tons of hay was destroyed. 

Roy Latterell is taking a course in automobile 
engineering at the Stimler School of Technology.

The Hoffman building occupied by Arch- 
illes Parent as a feed store and cream station and 
Paulson, the photographer, was a mass of flames, 
and by the time the people had arrived on the scene, 
it had spread to the warehouse of the Patka block, 
completely destroying the cream station of W. S. 
Howe and the Patka saloon. The flames soon spread 
to the Huber & Strang millinery store and to the 
Aug. Wreza building. Stimler’s blacksmith caught 
fire several times and the buildings across the street 
were threatened. The intense heat cracked the plate 
glass windows in Hall Bros. store, the State Bank, 
and Albert Latterell building.

For a number of years they con- 
ducted the plant, but for the past three years the 
present owners held it to be a loss. 
March 19, 1909

March 22, 1909

Martin McGuire of Gilmanton; Clifford Freeman of 
Granite Ledge; and George Demaires, Fred Ander- 
son and Royal Mattson of Maywood. 
May 17, 1917

May 31, 1917

and will be ready for business the forepart of next 
week. 

Eighteen scholars will be graduated from the 
high school this evening at the commencement exer- 
cisse held in the opera house. Valedictorian of the 
class is Helen M. Wisniewski, and the salutatorian, M 
Helen Murray. 

June 7, 1917 

On registration day June 5, 1187 men registered 
in Benton County — 63 in Foley. 

A. V. Stimler establishes a used car lot. Nine 
Overlands, four Fords, two Mitchels are listed for sale. 

Franklin Holbrook, field agent of the Minnesota 
Historical Society, St. Paul, spent the first part of the 
week in Foley. Mr. Holbrook is engaged in the work 
of collecting historical data. 

Tony Kasner and Miss Alma Blakely motored to 
St. Cloud on Tuesday afternoon. 

June 14, 1917 

The meeting called by Ed Inderhus, County Di- 
rector of the Public Safety Commission, was held at 
the court house last Saturday, and was largely at- 
tended.

July 25, 1917 

At this point, we plunge into war activities. War 
becomes the business of the hour. The columns of 
the paper are almost exclusively devoted to items 
concerning the war - the registering and the drafting 
of men, Liberty Loan drives, Red Cross drives and 
Red Cross honor rolls, Junior Red Cross Comfort 
Kits, Home Guard doings, and in between, the letters 
from the men in camp and later from the battle front, 
their furloughs, and their promotions. It is intensely 
interesting and important - and thrilling. But space 
does not permit the use of all this material. Therefore, 
we leave this phase of Foley’s history to the future 
historian of its war record. 
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August 2, 1917

The average from four acres was a fraction over 291 
bushels, for which they received top price of $1.05 
a bushel. 

August 30, 1917 

School to begin September 4. There will be 12 
teachers this year. Supt. James Burns; high school, 
Margaret McElroy, Margaret Harrigan, Marion By- 
ron; Grades, Ethel McLaughlin, Agnes Fagan, Rosallia 
Wilkowski, Emily Campbell, Ethel Eaton, Cora Mc- 
Alpine, Margaret Thomas, and Mildred Gallagher. 

The County Board appoints M. J. Thomas to 
succeed John P. Soderstrom as County Construction 
Superintendent. 

September 6, 1917 

Foley has never witnessed such an enthusiastic 
and patriotic gathering of people as the one at the 
loyalty meeting last Saturday. The program began 
with a monster parade in which fully 3,000 people 
participated. Three bands - Foley, Glendorado and 
Sauk Rapids - appeared in the parade, E. W. Swenson 
was chairman of the meeting; Hon. Theodore Christ- 
ianson gave the main address. 

Minnesota experienced its first earthquake Mon- 
day afternoon, and shocks which lasted for a few 
seconds were felt in Benton County. The tremor be- 
gan at 3:30 and lasted for a minute and a half.

September 20, 1917

At least 1000 persons are reported 
dead, and 12,000 destitute. Foley contributes $70.90 
in cash and four big boxes of clothing.

There is a two year gap in the record here. Neith- 
er the FOLEY INDEPENDENT nor the BENTON 
COUNTY NEWS is available for the years of 1940 
and 1941. Much of great importance happened during 
the period. On June 3, 1940, Albert Latterell, one of 
Foley’s outstanding citizens, passed away at his home 
here. July 3, 1940, Dr. C. A. Holdridge, best loved citi- 
zen this village has ever known, was killed in an auto 
accident. The whole community was stunned with the 
horror of it. “Everybody walks softly, with hushed 
breath as the world must have done when Lincoln 
was killed. The old doctor’s passing has sent every- 
body into deep mourning”, is the way one person ex- 
pressed the general reaction to this sad news. 


Emery W. Swenson, well known attorney and 
owner of the Foley Independent, died in September, 
1941, in St. Paul, and shortly afterward, the Inde- 
pendent was purchased by the News Publishing Co. 
with Severyn D. Youso, president and editor. 


When we take up the chonicle again on Decem- 
ber 3, 1941, we learn from the Benton County News 
that most of the business houses advertising in the 
New Year’s edition of the Independent of 1939 are 
still operating. A few have moved away and a few 
new firms appear. Hauck’s Hardware has become the 
Marshall-Wells Store; Kotsmith Locker Plant is in 
business; the Fischer Produce Co. advertises; Don’s 
Cream Station & Ice Co. is in business; Andy’s Tydol 
Service, Tydee Lunch Cafe, The Rainbow Cafe, are 
all in operation. John Svihel is owner of the Gamble 
Store; Mrs. Morland Grundahl is proprietor of Bil- 
lie’s Beauty Shoppe; the Parent Veterinary Hospital 
is in full swing; Dr. A. L. Latterell is now located 
in the new Latterell building, and Dr. N. P. Musachio 
has set up offices in the former Dr. Holdridge office 
rooms. Rev. Ewald Hinck is the new pastor of St. 
Paul’s Lutheran Church. These are among the new 
names in the advertising columns. A, R. Ehrnst is 
superintendent of Foley schools. .

April 1, 1950 

And so Foley arrives at her 50th birthday. She 
began as a rough, tough frontier settlement having 
no faintest conception of such conveniences as tele- 
phone, electric light and power, paved roads, automo- 
biles, radios and television; she has become a thriving, 
bustling, sophisticated little city with all the ultra 
smart conveniences of a metropolitan community. 
Though we cannot pierce the veil of the future, we 
feel quite certain that Foley will ALWAYS be in the 
van of the colorful parade of civilization, and that 
fifty years hence she will still be making history. 


It was the intention of the author to bring this 
history to a close with the passing of its 50th birth- 
day. Between that time, however, and the beginning 
of the publishing proceedings, Foley observed its fif- 
tieth birthday with a tremendous Golden Jubilee cele- 
bration. 

Following is the newspaper account of that color- 
ful and important event, taken from the pages of the 
Benton County News: 

“An estimated throng of 8,000 persons flowed in- 
to this village Thursday (August 3, 1950) to witness 
and participate in the most spectacular and successful 
celebration ever held here - the Golden Jubilee ob- 
servance of Foley. 

“Firms and professional offices, scheduled to close 
their doors at noon, found it nearly impossible to con- 
duct “business-as-usual” at any time during the morn- 
ing as people from all parts of the county and state 
streamed into town early. Hundreds of them appeared 
in costumes remindful of the manner of dress in the 
early 1900’s. 

“Although an atmosphere of excitement and cele- 
bration fever had taken over completely by 10:00 
o'clock, the Pioneer Day half of the two-day event 
didn’t officially begin until noon when 300 dined in 
the warm lunch room at the high school with 41 old- 
timers who were seleted from a pre-celebration regis- 
tration list to be especially honored, together with 
village, county, state and national dignitaries. 

“These pioneers - many of whom played promi- 
nent roles in the writing of the first half-century of 
Foley’s history - were:

“Toastmaster J. Arthur Benson, Benton county 
attorney, introduced Mrs. J. X. Parent for special 
citation as the person living the longest in Foley con- 
tinuously - 54 years - and Mrs. Claudia Dziuk for or- 
iginating the Golden Jubilee idea. 

“Headed by Gov. Luther W. Youngdahl, digni- 
taries honored at the noon dinner were: Julius 
Schmahl, state treasurer; Harry Peterson, DFL can- 
didate for the governorship; Harold Knutson, former 
congressman from this district and an early news- 
paper man here; Hon. Walter Rogosheske, Judge of 
the Seventh Judicial District; Henry Sullivan, State 
Senator; and John T. Kosloske, Representative of the 
45th Legislative District. 

“One-half hour after completion of the noon-time 
dinner and program, the most spectacular of all the 
Jubilee features - the already famous parade - began 
wending its way over a two-mile route, beginning in 
the Athletic Park where its first units met the last 
going out an hour later. 

“No village of 1000 or many cities 30 times as 
large could have equalled it. Beautiful riding horses, 
trick automobiles, clowns, bands, costumed people, 
horse-drawn carriages, buggies and novelty units, col- 
orful floats, whiskered men, visiting queens, stage 
coaches, covered wagons, famous men and women, 
loads of logs behind four horses, sawing mills on 
wheels, 45 and 50 year old cars, and many other en- 
tries thrilled the huge crowd which viewed its passing 
along the entire route. 

“Several thousand of the afternoon visitors re- 
turned to the Athletic Park in the evening to attend 
the old-fashioned bowery dance, and the exhibition 
baseball game between Santiago and Foley. Music for 
the under-the-stars dancing was furnished by Babe 
Wagner’s recording band from New Ulm. 

“The first day of the celebration was devoted to 
the entertainment of the children of Foley and com- 
munity through free rides on a Kiddie Auto Ride and 
on a genuine steam train, owned and operated by G. 
E. Scribner of Sioux Falls, South Dakota. 

“First plans for the staging of the Golden Jubilee 
celebration were made at the April (1950) meeting 
of the Better Business Bureau. A seven-member plan- 
ning committee was named at that time, with many 
more being added as the tremendous task of the ac- 
tual staging of the event grew even larger. 


“T.eon Bock, Better Business Bureau president, 
served as general chairman and performed an ener- 
getic complete job in bringing it to a climactic finish 


Thursday.
